cance of the Book rests on the fact 
that it deals with the age-long strug¬ 
gle between good and evil, between 
the Church and the world, between 
the Christ and the antichrist. While 
the writer had in mind especially the 
trials of the churches of his day, the 
Book also sets forth those divine 
principles of government which could 
be established only by a just and 
purposeful Creator. 

"The earlier chapters, which con¬ 
tain the letters to the seven churches 
•how the present trials and future 
rewards of the Church militant here 
on earth. The subsequent visions re¬ 
veal the creative power and redemp¬ 
tive purpose of God, the background 
of eternal facts against which all 
human history is transacted. Follow¬ 
ing these vision the struggles of the 
Church, the judgments of God upon 
her enemies, and her final victory 
over evil are brought before us. Thus 
the last scene in the drama of re¬ 
demption leads to a new heaven and 
a new r earth, the City of God in which 
there is no temple because the Lord 
God, the Almighty, and the Lamb 
are the temple thereof. 

"The Bible begins with a garden 
and ends with a city. The consuma- 
tion of human life is revealed as a 
social thing. All efforts to purge and 
to uplift human society are leading 
toward God’s purpose for the world 
The casting out of social evils by 
those who wash their robes’ prepares 
for the ideal State from which is 
removed everyone that loveth and 
xnaketh a lie. The coming of a new 
heaven and a new earth involves the 
disappearance of the old landmarks, 
of institutions, and of distinctions , 
Only the Church remains and is be-, 
come all embracing. Each individual 
member who is baptized in Christ 
has God’s special care and reigns 
with Christ on earth. There is no 
substitute for individual purification 
It is only the blood of the Lamb that 
can purify, but the saints themselves 
must do their part. The city of the 
future is but the final outcome of the 
spiritual city which is now being 
built among men. Through witness 
suffering, death, and victory over 
death, each individual becomes a citi¬ 
zen in this spirital city and will reign 
forever and ever with joy in the eter¬ 
nal presence of God who is Light and 
the Saivior who revealed Himself as 
the Light of the world."
